FoR THE YEAR ENDING F gp. 15, 1908. 


We again present our annual report for the inspection and 
consideration of all who are interested in school affairs. 

We have been able to maintain thirty weeks of school in each 
district where schools have been held at all. ‘Those scholars living 
at a distance have been paid mileage or furnished conveyance ac- 
cording to conditions. 

Schools have not been interrupted by sickness only in endivives! 
cases and weather conditions have been favorable the latter part of 
the year especially. 

We have been obliged to employ six different teachers when it 
would have been much better could the work have been done by 
three. 

In District No. 7, Miss Sharon has been in charge the entire 
school year, with good results. No. 4 Primary has had two teachers. 
Both gave entire satisfaction to the board. 

No. 4 Grammar school was unfortunate in having a new 
teacher each term and the work was thereby somewhat hindered. 

This school needs the cooperation of parents with teacher to 
secure the best results, which the board feels has not been the case 
during the year. 

One great hindrance to the success of the school is the dis- 
regard of parents to the fact that the law requires children between 
the ages of 8 and 14 years of age to be in school the entire year.
